Reproductions of historic documents, 
traditional and stylized chintzes, ex- 
quisite sheers and sumptuous silk 
damasks are among the new additions 
to the Lehman-Connor fabric line, 501 
Madison Avenue, New York.

A refreshing 
new print on 50” English percale uses 
a sweeping flower-and-fern spray in one 
color on a white ground. Another of 
the prints imparts a Chinese feeling 
in block and circular shapes of solid 
color with superimposed line designs 
on 50” cotton faille. Four new silk 
damasks have a rich brocaded look and 
a warm, satiny elegance. Some of the 
new designs, on sheers and textures. 
use pigment paints to achieve a won- 
derfully alive dimension.

In Ceramics 





An unusual new group of sculptured 
tiles, ceramic lamps and _ accessories 
is being shown for the first time in the 
new showrooms of Design Technics, 4 
East 52nd Street, New York.

A.1.D. National Conference and Trade Show 


Activities celebrating the American Institute of Decora- 
tors’ first quarter-century will be highlighted at the 25th 
Anniversary Conference of the A.I.D.. to be held at the 
Sheraton Palace Hotel in San Francisco from April 23 
through April 25, 1956, by the Northern California District 
Chapter’s national exhibition Decorators Big Show at the 
San Francisco Civic Auditorium, featuring over 175 room 
settings and decorative displays, open to the public from 
Saturday, April 21, through Thursday, April 26. General 
admission will be $1.50, including tax. 

According to present plans for this project, it will be the 
most dramatic and comprehensive presentation of its kind 
ever to be shown to the public. The exhibition will consist 
of trend-setting exhibits sponsored both by Chapters of 
A.I.D. and the decorative trades, and for the first time there 
will be exhibits designed and executed by individual A.I.D. 
members. The latest designs in furniture, floor coverings, 
fabrics, wall coverings and decorative accessories will be 
presented; many will make their first public appearance. 
Also featured will be displays and exhibits by California 
Gardens and Nurseries, with paintings and sculpture in 
appropriate settings from the San Francisco Museum of Art. 
California Palace of the Legion of Honor, and the M. H. 
de Young Memorial Museum. 

A Conference program is now being developed to stress 
the importance of interior design and decoration and to 
emphasize the continued and ever-increasing need for the 
A.I.D. to maintain its high standards of ability in design 
and production, and to illustrate contributions made by the 
interior designing profession to the American way of living 
during the twenty-five years since the A.I.D. was organized.

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point, with a tea room overlooking it; there is a 
covered arcade which facilitates walking in all weather, 
affording shade from the sun and protection from 
rain.

Anderson, A.I.A., and the developer is Center Realty 
Co., of which L. Storey Stemmons is president, and 
Trammel Crow, Vice-President and Manager. Later 
plans are being formulated for the construction of a 
luxury hotel, also a motel, to be located a few blocks 
distant.

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Much effort is required in eliminating the 
chaff produced in the name of modern interior 
design in contemporary work, in order to find 
a really commendable example that commands 
universal admiration and respect for the taste of 
its designer. 

Yet the field of interior design was never as 
exciting as it is right now. The modern style 
is constantly evolving toward a_ twentieth-cen- 
tury ideal as interior designers, realizing the 
potentialities of new materials, new processes of 
manufacturing and new colors, provide their 
clients with the smartest and most serviceable 
homefurnishings procurable. 

At this time, when original design in modern 
styling is at its apex in creativeness and individ- 
uality of decorative treatment is a matter of 
lively discussion, the best resource of the really 
creative interior designer is to possess a back- 
ground of sound fact in the application of his- 
torical material and an unerring judgment of 
decorative values, including subtlety of color 
treatment, furniture arrangement and _ proper 
scaling. These desirable qualities are evident in 
an admirable compact form in a spacious apart- 
ment in New York, developed by Interior De- 
signer Evelyn Nasser, where a luxurious for- 
mality throughout keynotes the décor. In 
designing this apartment the interior designer 
set herself a two-fold task: to present an intelli- 
gent and reasonable background for furniture of 
original design, each item custom-built by David 


Wider Associates, and to create a formal atmos- 


phere in impressive rooms obviously designed 


for clients who do extensive entertaining. As an 
example of interior design resolved inthe best 


modern taste, it forms at the same time a presen-

tation of vital contemporary styling. with over- 
tones of the traditional, that result in a simplieity 
and clarity of decorative treatment that is as 
stimulating in effect as it is refreshingly “new”. 

Technically the apartment is perfectly assem- 
bled; but it has also gained charm and livable- 
ness in the process, because the interior designer 
set about making herself perfectly clear, as to 
her intent concerning each decorative point and 
in the selection of each object of the tout 
ensemble, as she progressed with her decorative 
scheme. The result is that anyone can see at a 
glance exactly how much beauty and charm 
have been gained in the process. 

But the thing that makes any interior suc- 
cessful, after the interior designer has completed 
it, is interest—or the “talking points” which a 
room presents. And the more dramatic it is, of 
course, the better. Dramatic interest in this par- 
ticular apartment is realized to its fullest, and 
ranges from the white vinyl floor with brass 
insets in the entrance foyer and dining room to 
bright spots of color appearing in upholstery 
fabrics and decorative paintings used in the re- 
spective rooms. Mirrors appear to advantage, 
also, and include a wall panel in the foyer, which 
is used to create the illusion of increased space; 
and the white dining room table supplies a final 
chic note with a silver-leaf top under glass. 
Other points of interest occur in the select an- 
tique accessories, including a magnificent an- 
tique crystal chandelier in the dining room, and 
bronze doré sconces mounted against the mirror 
panel in the entrance foyer. Another important 
note not to be overlooked is the use of flowers in 


decorative arrangements placed _ strategically

The Taliesin Collection 


Frank Lloyd Wright has translated his architectural 
designs into fabrics and wallpapers for a new 
“Taliesin” collection at F. Schumacher & Company. 
Geometric motifs, typical of those to be seen in many 
of his architectural structures, have been given varied 
interpretations, all with a feeling of third-dimension, 
in six printed fabrics, seven woven fabrics and four 
wallpapers. Rene Carrillo, design supervisor of Schu- 
macher, worked closely with Mr. Wright in planning 
the collection which has a palette of thirty colors. To 
show the effectiveness of the collection in actual set- 
tings and its potential adaptability to both contem- 
porary and traditional interiors, Virginia Conner 
Dick, A. I. D., was commissioned to design a perma- 
nent suite of rooms at New York’s National Repub- 
lican Club. These rooms demonstrate not only her 
skilful use of the fabrics and wallpapers but also her 
ability to make the most out of limited space and to 
overcome architectural deficiencies. In designing the 
rooms, Mrs. Dick uses examples of furnishings which 
Mr. Wright has designed for other manufacturers. 
These include rugs by Karastan, paints by Martin- 
Senour and furniture by Heritage-Henredon. Mrs. 
Dick rescaled the furniture to meet the specific re- 


quirements of the Republican Club rooms.

OLD DEERFIELD: 


The story of early New England makes an 
enthralling historical account; but more eloquent 
than words are the old houses which still grace 
the countryside and are inextricably tied up 
with the life and drama of Colonial days. 

Luckily for us of the present day many of the 
houses at Old Deerfield, Massachusetts, forming 
a complete village and retaining intact types of 
ancestral furniture, china and paintings acquired 
in Europe and the Orient by the original owners. 
have been rescued and restored. 

As a group they form a unique outdoor 
museum preserving still a living community 
dating back from 1674 with houses that are real 
homes and churches occupied each Sunday 
morning. The moving spirit behind the preser- 
vation and restoration of Old Deerfield has been 
a group of dedicated men and women, headed by 
Henry N. Flynt, who has over the years realized 
the potential of this happy village as a symbol of 
America and has struggled to preserve its homes. 
its early crafts and its ancient charm. 

Of these interesting old houses, one of the 
most rewarding in design interest is the Old 
Manse, built in 1768 by Joseph Barnard, of a 
Salem family, and here portrayed. It presents 
not only the story of American home building— 
at one time Old Deerfield was the white man’s 
farthest outpost in the wilderness—with its early 
pine interiors, fine architectural details and 
wood carvings of the Georgian era, including a 
celebrated stair balustrade, paneling, fireplaces 
and dexterous carving, but shows imposing 
groupings of furniture and accessories. includ- 
ing old pewter, clocks and mirrors. 

The house bears convincing evidence, on both 
the interior and exterior and in its design and 


construction, of Salem influence: the white 
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Formal southeast parlor is character- 
ized by golden bird-of-paradise wall- 
paper and draperies of yellow antique 
berret fabric; woodwork is white, 
chairs in Scalamandré yellow silk 
damask; Oriental rug has _ white 
ground, red, yellow and blue pattern.

wooden quoins and yellow painted clapboards. 
the graceful pilastered doorways, an open coiled 
newel post of the stairway, and many other fea- 
tures are all inspired by a taste and culture 
directly traceable to this remarkable town. But 
there is none of the rigid Salem symmetry in 
the south facade which is pictured, an architec- 
tural gem of subtle off-center spacing. Each of 
its four doorways follows a different design. 
The house cost originally about a thousand pre- 
Revolutionary pounds, a figure which would 
have to be multiplied a score of times to be an 
equivalent sum today. 

“Deerfield’s hard-bitten farmers preferred 
beauty in the amenities of their lives,” writes 
Henry N. Flynt in his portrait of Old Deerfield. 


Frontier of Freedom, lavishly illustrated with 


photographs by Samuel Chamberlain. “They 


were eager collectors of china and glassware, of 
silver and pewter and fabrics. They commis- 
sioned capable artists to paint their family por- 
traits, and they were willing buyers of fine fur- 
niture, particularly that produced in their own 
Connecticut River Valley.” The Old Manse rep- 
resents in a concrete way this period of discrim- 
inating good taste, both in the Colonies and in 
Europe.

Gentlemen’s retiring room has a cas-

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Two of the newest showrooms to open in New York are 
those of Brunovan, Inc. in the Decorators Mart at 
425 East 53rd Street, and Scalamandré Silks, Inc., at 
63 East 52nd Street. Both were designed by C, Eugene 
Stephenson Associates, A.I.D., and both are character- 
ized by a flexible arrangement of merchandise and a 
feeling of spaciousness. 

The overall design for the new Scalamandré show- 
room, as seen in the floor plan below, indicates care- 
ful planning of spatial relationships with logical 
division of areas according to function. Since the 
showroom is on the street level, a suggested room 
setting in front is left open so that the viewer from 
the street is presented with the full expanse of the 
showroom. Behind the reception area is a series of 
salesmen’s desks with chairs at either side for cus- 
tomer’s use. Towards the rear, there is a consultation 
area with two groupings of sofas arranged in pairs 
and separated by fabric-covered screens. Accent 
rugs are used to define each grouping. The fabric 
racks are set up below a balcony in the rear of the 
showroom and extend down both sides. The balcony

10th Annual A.1.D. Homefurnishings Design Competition 


This competition was initiated by the American Institute of Decorators to award Citations of Merit to the Designers of 
outstanding work in Fabrics, Furniture, Floor Coverings, Wall Coverings and Lighting. The purpose of these citations 
is to make known to the consumer public what the market offers in good design, and to commend the Designers who 
in the opinion of the jurors have created the outstanding designs in these fields which contribute to the practice of 


interior design and decoration. 


Awards will be made to winning designs in a competition, open only to designers in the following classes: fabrics. 
furniture, floor coverings (including hard surface), lighting fixtures or lamps, wall coverings (including hard surface), 
used in interior design and decoration. Awards will be in the form of Citations of Merit of the American Institute of 
Decorators. Five citations, one in each class, will be made. If quality of submissions warrants, Honorable Mentions 


will also be awarded. 


CONDITIONS OF COMPETITION 


1. Only designs of products which 
have been offered for sale after 
January 1, 1955, and which have 
reached the consumer market, may be 
submitted. Companies are entitled to 
enter their designs of products, pro- 
vided they are accompanied by the 











name of the designer of each submis- 





sion. Submissions are not limited in 
number. 


2. Submissions must consist of one 
mount each and must be made on 
heavy illustration board 20” x 30”. 
They must include one photograph of 
the product measuring 8” x 10”; also 
the following label—lettered in a box 
or lettered on a card and mounted in 
the lower right hand corner, and meas- 
uring 3” x 5”—all parts of which must 
be included: 

First Line: AI.D. DESIGN COMPE- 
TITION— 

Second Line: Fabric in Cotton and 
Rayon Damask Weave (or appli 
cable description for any other 
product or design). 

Third Line: Approximately retail 
price ... 

[f the description requires two lines, 
the label may be set up as four lines. 
However. no label may exceed four 
lines, and the wording of the first and 
last lines must be exactly as above 
indicated. 


3. In the case of a fabric submission. 
the photograph shall show suff- 
cient length to exhibit the full char- 
acter of the pattern. An actual sample 
of the fabric shall be securely attached 
to the board except for the lower right 
hand corner of the fabric which must 
be free from the mount for handling 
by the Jury. The sample must not 
cover the entire board, approximately 
three inches being required for the 
label in the lower right hand corner. 


4. In the case ef furniture, a photo- 
graph shall show the article iso- 
lated against a Simple background. An 
additional photograph may be included 
which may be another view of the 
article used in conjunction with other 
elements of interior decoration, and/or a 
scale or dimensioned drawing. whether 
elevation sketch or perspective. In 
addition, sample or samples of the ac- 
tual finishes. covering, etc. shown in 
the photograph of the article shall be 
mounted securely on the board. 


5. In the case of a floor covering, 
the presentation shall be identical 
to that of a fabric described above. 


6G. In the case of a wall covering. 

the presentation shall be the same 

as that of a fabric mentioned above 

with the exception that the actual sam- 

ple shall be completely attached to the 
mount. 


7. In the case of lighting (which 

includes lamps and lighting fix- 
tures used in interior decoration) the 
presentation shall be identical to that 
of furniture as mentioned above. 


8. Entry fee: $5.00 per design sub- 
mitted must accompany entry 
form. 


9. Submissions which do not meet 

all requirements as to specifica- 
tions and presentations, or in any other 
way, will be excluded from judgment. 


10. Submissions must be delivered 

prepaid. addressed to American 
Institute of Decorators, 41 East 57th 
St.. New York 22. N. Y. Delivery by 
hand must not be later than 5 p.m. on 
Wednesday, February 1, 1956. If de- 
livered by mail, they must be post- 
marked not later than midnight of the 
same day. 


11. Submissions shall bear no name 

or other marks of identification 
of any kind. To the back of each must 
be attached a plain sealed envelope 
without markings, containing the name 
and address of the competing designer.

In the annals of Deerfield it is recorded that Joseph 
Barnard spent thirteen years in gathering the pine for 
the interior woodwork of this house because he wanted 
no panel in his fine abode to show a knot. The paneling 
is beautifully grained throughout and, naturally, free of 
knots. Part of the delightful gambrel-roofed ell of this 
old house is believed to be one of the few structures that 
survived a savage attack by Indians in 1704. 

The fine double hip-roof of the Old Manse is contrived 
so that all of the rafters meet in the center, where a per- 
pendicular roof tree holds them place. Jonathan A. 
Saxton, a contributor to antislavery pamphlets, lived here 
during the period of agitation preceding the Civil War, 
and there is a legend that the house served as one of the 
steps on the “underground railroad.” Indeed there was 
supposed to be a secret hiding place in the attic where 
runaway slaves could cling to an iron bar suspended 
high between the chimneys. 

The front hallway of the Old Manse is graced with a 
curved stair rail and an elaborately carved newel post; 
the entrance door, fashioned from two wide pine boards, 
is supported by the original long strap hinges extending 
its entire width, and above it are five panes of bull’s-eye 
glass for light.

The gentlemen’s retiring room is handsomely paneled 
and furnished with items of the Queen Anne period. Its 
architectural detail is characteristic of the excellent work- 
manship throughout the house, the recessed windows, for 
instance, being fitted with fine paneled shutters. The care- 
fully selected woodwork here remained unpainted for 
many years and acquired a beautiful mellow quality, 
proof of which was furnished recently when the layers 
of paint acquired through the years were removed reveal- 
ing six rectangles of lighter tone over the fireplace caused 
by pictures that once hung there. The antique furnishings 
in this room are particularly fine, and include a Queen 
Anne wing chair upholstered in green and silver brocade. 
matching the draperies, and fine drop-leaf occasional 
tables and mirrors. 

The northwest parlor, once the scene of a triple wed- 
ding of Joseph Barnard’s granddaughters in 1792, fea- 
tures several fine items of furniture in the Queen Anne 
style, a colorful Oriental rug and window draperies in a 
formal treatment of design developed by Thomas Jeffer- 
son, in blue and strawberry pink silk brocade, that is 
especially beautiful against the tawny woodwork. 


The southeast room, with woodwork painted white, is

given distinction by a generous fireplace recessed between 
the rear entry at the left and a deep closet at the right. 
Several items of furniture by the celebrated Eliphalet 
Chapin are found here, including a wing chair, still bear- 
ing his label, and chairs of graceful American Chippen- 
dale design. 

Fine woodwork, perhaps the most notable character- 
istic of the house, is again seen in the dining room with 
its in-built corner cupboard, and paneled inside shutters 
above the window seats. The furnishings here include a 
handsome extension dining table, surrounded by a sextet 
of turned baluster-back chairs and Dutch two-tier brass 
chandelier. 

The upstairs floor of the Old Manse consists of four 
bedchambers and hall, the woodwork of the southeast 
bedchamber, including the paneled fireplace wall, painted 
a deep Colonial blue. 

These rooms are intimate reminders of the early his- 
tory of America, forming a moving cross-section of 
American taste and manners, and furnish a vivid and 
fascinating chapter in architectural history as well, trac- 
ing the transition from the primitive house of the early 
l7th-century pioneer to the imposing mansion built in 


the heydey of the clipper ship, almost two centuries later.

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BOOK REVIEW 


HOW TO DECORATE AND LIGHT YOUR HOME 


By E. W. Commery and C. Eugene Steph- 
enson, A.I.D. 256 pp. Illustrated with line 
drawings and plans, 8 color plates. New 
York: Coward-McCann, Inc., 210 Madi- 
son Ave. $6.75 


Besides being one of the most practical—and useful— 
books on interior design to appear recently, this volume 
is also notable for its consideration of modern lighting. 
The result is a completely new and different decorating 
book which thoroughly integrates the idea of interiors 
in good taste with concepts of good lighting. 

Lighting is inseparable from interior decorating, and 
when properly integrated and organized can be a tremen- 
dous asset in bringing out the color scheme and in mak- 
ing it even more vibrant. And when color and lighting 
are in balance, no home can be unattractive—and this 
book shows you how to achieve this balance by observing 
the following considerations: the easiest and proper 
sequence for decorating the home; how to create the 
color scheme; how to group the furniture; how to use 
walls and windows, ceilings and floors; how to select 
and organize accessories: and, finally, how to assemble 
finished rooms.
